His dis- 
ease bas ever absolutely laughed /o scorn all o- 
ther remedies; and it ever will laugh them to 
scorn. But here is effectual help. Here and 
here alone we find light for human darkness, par- 
don for human guilt, cleansing for human depra- 
vify, consolation for human sorrow, strength for 
human weakness, and a complete repairer of bu- 
man ruin. Only suppose the principles and the 
power of the religion of Christ to be universal, and 
this world would exhibit, every where, a foretaste 
of heaven.

Nor 
shall this blessing be attained without means— 
without human means. It is by the preaching of 
the gospel, by men, like ourselves, that the ‘pro- 
phetic scriptures every where 5 lrg! it as to be 
expected.

We have seen 
that the same gospel has heen, long since, preach- 
ed to all nations; and yet it has bétn generally 
rejected; and oh! how much ‘‘wasfe and desoia- 
tion” still remain! What reason have we, thén, 
toexpect a mote favorable result in future ? 


4 individual of our species isknown to be ignorant of 


veason. If we had no other ground of confidence, 
our hopes would certainly be altogether extrava- 
gant. But our expectations are founded entirely 
on the promise of God. The promise has pas- 
sed his lips, that the time shall soon come, when 
the gospel shall be crowned with universal suc- 
cess ; when the'complaint shall no Jonger be made, 
Who hath believed our report ? and to whom is the 
arm of the Lord revealed ? Nay, when it shall be 
$0 universally received that it shall be no longer 
necessary for men to teath every one his neighbour, 
and every one his brother, saying, know ye the Lord; 
but when all shall know him, from the least of them 
even unto the greatest of them. Not that we are 
to suppose, that when the Millenium opens, min- 
istets will no longer be necessary. This would 
be to suppose, that the preaching of the gospel, 
and the administration of the sacraments will then 
cease. Whereas the whole tenour of scripture 
leads to the cenglusion, that, during the period 
in question, all the ordinances of religion will 
be more universally enjoyed, and more highly 
prized, than ever ; and, Consequently, that the mi- 
nisters of religion will be more numerous, * more 
sought after, and more beloved, than in any for- 
mer period. The children of men will then come 
into the world depraved as well as now, The 
same means of grace which are now made effectu- 
alto the conversion of sinners, & to the edification 
and comfort of believers, will then, no doubt; be 
employed, and made effectual for the same pur- 
poses. The chief point of difference will be, that 
they will then, very seldom fail ofsuccess. And, 
surely, this circumstance will not be likely to 
make them less esteemed. But when it is said, 
that, at that time, men shall mot any longer need 
ta teach erery man his neighbour, and everyman 
his brother, saying—know the Lord, we are to un- 
derstand the prediction as meaning, that christian 
light shall then be so universally diffused, that no 
part of the population of the globe, shall need that 
instrection in the knowledge of the true God, as 
distinguished from idols, which we now impart to 
the Pagan nations.

The great day of the battle of God Almighty 
is yet to come: a battle which must rage with pe- 
culiar violence on the site of that Empire of perse- 
cutien and blood, over which Satan, for so many 
ages reigned. God graut that our beloved coun- 
try, which has so little of the blood of the saints 
in its skirts, may be in a great measure exempted 
from the horrors of that awful scene! But, howev- 
er this may be, let no man’s heart fail him on that 
account; nay, let no effort be paralyzed by the 
anticipation of the dreadful conflict.

Extract from the Thanksgiving Proclamation of 
Gov. Skinner of Vermont. 

“The numerous instances, and various occa- 
sions of offering thanksgiving and. praise to the 
Supreme Being, as recorded in the sacred volume 
of inspiration, demonstrate that there are no dis- 
pensations, however unpropitious ; no circumstan- 
ces, however adverse, in which an unlimited debt 
of gratitude is not to be recognised, and acknow- 
ledged by all created intelligent beings. A long 
period of uninterrupted prosperity, and a continu- 
ed enjoyment of divine favors, lead to the perver- 
sion of those solemn rites, instituted for the purpose 
of awakening a just sence of dependence, and pro- 
per feelings of gratitude. The grateful emotions 
excited by a restoration to the beneficent smiles 
of heaven, after a season of affliction and distress, 
and which are distinguishingly manifested on 
such occasions, ought to remind us of the aug- 
mented obligation resting upon a people, whose 
years of cloudless prosperity, are numbered by 
the anniversaries of their birth. While our warm- 
est sympathies are awakened by the distress which 
disease has caused around us, the anxiety and an- 
guish of our fellow citizens, whose dwellings have 
been visited by that terrific pestilence for which 
no antidote is found—the augmented sufferings of 
a hitherto oppressed people by a consuming fa- 
mine—the barbarous persecutions experienced by 
the Christians of that region, which, m the memo- 
rable days of the apostles, was illuminated with 
the rays of the gospel of salvation—and by the 
diversified calamities and trials of millions in unci- 
vilized and pagan lands; it becomes us, with 
humble adoration, thanksgiving and praise, to ac- 
knowledge the distinguishing mercy and grace of 
our God, in that we have been spared. ‘The libe- 
ral reward with which our labors have been bless 
ed; the abundant supplies with which our tempo- 
ral desires have been indulged ; the beneficent 
regard with which our worldly interests have ge- 
nerally been favored ; and, above all, the peculiar 
religious privileges we enjoy in the multiplied 
means afforded, of enlightening our minds with 
the light of revealed ‘ruth, and securing ap mter-. 
est in the great salvation, cannot fail to move the 
purest affections of a Christian’s heart. 

Actuated by a sacred regard to the pious example 
of my predecessors, and a spirit of obedience to the 
Representatives of the people, the usual request 
having been made by the General Assembly, 
sanctioned by the advice of the Council, 1 do 
cheerfully perform the customary duty of appoint- 
ing, and do hereby appoint ‘Thursday, the fifth 
day of December next, a day of Public Thanks- 
giving and Praise ; and earnestly desire the citi- 
zens of the State, to celebrate the same by a de- 
yout attention to the solemn duties of public di- 
vine worship, and by suspending the exercise of 
apnecessary labor and diversion. 

Let us beseech the Lord, deeply to impress our 
minds with a solemn sense of the nature and de- 
sign of this sacred rite ;—that it may not be per- 
verted to purposes of sensuality and vain amose- 
ment ;—that our hearts and our voices may be in 
unison, ané that our oblations may not be in vain. 
Let us praise him for inclining the minds of our 
rulers to imitate the pious example of those vener- 
able and worthy statesmen, who were first placed 
as watchmen and guardians of the state; and for 
the opportunity afforded us of again testifying our 
reverence and devotion to the sacred institutions 
of our fathers. Let us praise him for the preser- 
vation ofour civil rights—the enjoyment of peace 
and tranquility—the progress of civil liberty—the 
increase of useful knowledge—and the prevalence 
of correct and just opinions of government.—Let 
us praise him for the comparatively light afflictions 
with which, as a people, we have been visited — 
for mercifully withholding these judgments which 
our aggravated transgressions have justly deserv- 
ed; and for that divine beneficence which has 
been exercised towards us, and with which all our 
integests have been regarded. Let us praise him 
for the progress of christianity in our land, and in 
distant lands—for the success which has attended 
the systematic and well directed efforts of enlight- 
ened, liberal, and zealous christians, in extending 
the knowledge of revealed truth—for the tokens 
ofhis love tosuch as have been redeemed and 
sanctified ; and for all the gracious influences of

Mr. Witus—A few weeks since, | stated some 
prominent facts, extracted from the “ Third An- 
nual Report of the Protestant Bible Society of Pa~ 
tis,” delivered in April last: and being persuaded 
that many of your readers would be interested im 
hearing more particulars respecting the 
of the Bible cause in France, | have emp’ my 
leisure moments in translating some extracts from 
this document, by which will be seep the great 
exertions making by the Committee to accomplish 
the object for which they are associated, and the 
interest with which they regard similar efforts ip 
other ports of the world, After some preliminary 
remarks, the report proceeds :—*‘ Since our last 
general meeting your Committee have directed 
their attention! to the best means of promoting the 
establishment of Bible Societies in France ; to re= 
gulating their organization in a simple and uniform 
manber; preserving union among them; uniting’ 
them in a common centre, and fixing their respec- 
tive subscriptions ; in marking out their first steps ; 
Being convinced that the want of. experience 
would render the best intentions, and the moat at- 
dent zeal wholly useless. .The plan we have re- 
commended, consists in forming, in the differen 
departments where the protestant is 
sufficiently numerous, societies pond a pve 
-—these auxiliary societies to organize in their turn 
branch societies, to correspond with them, as they 
themselves correspomd with the central society. In - 
places where the protestant population is small, or 
too poor to form branch societies, less associations 
te be established, to receive by the week or month 
the little offerings of our poorer brethren, even to 
the last mite of the widow. 
‘* In order to promote a prompt and easy com- 
munication of facts &c. relative to the progress of 
the Bible cause in various parts. of the world, we 
propose to publish, after the example of the Lon- 
don Society, a periodical journal, which shall com / 
tain a summary of all our French and foieign corti 
respondence, and every fact which we think’will” 
interest our brethren of the departments.’

fectionate husband, the cause of missions experi- 
ences a great bereavement. — of a vigorous 
mind sense, gteat resolution, perseverance, 
cheerfulness, asnen, faith, & enlightened zeal, 
the deceased was peculiarly qualified to be useful 
in the sphere where Providence had placed her.— 
Yet, in an unexpected moment, she is mysteriotws- 
ly removed from her labors. Nothing remains but 
submission to the will of God ; knowing, that tho’ 
clouds and darkness are round about him, righicous- 
ness and judgment are the habitation of his throne. 
Mayhew, Sept. 27, 1822. 

My dear Sir,—Since | last wrote, it hath pleas- 
ed our blessed Lord and Master to visit us with 
affliction.—Mr. and Mrs. Jewell arrived here in 
feeble health on the 17th of Aggust. On the 25th 
of the same mouth, Mr. Jewell was taken down 
with a billions fever, and his wife with the same 
fever on the day following. The attack was more 
severe than any they, had before experienced, since 
their arrival in the country. For several days it 
was doubtful whether they would recover. But 
the Lord was pleased again to visit us with mer- 
cy, and to make our afflictions lighter than our 
fears. On the 3d of September they began to a- 
mend ; but for a considerable time, continued in a 
very low state. - 

the summer we have also had a number 
of sick persovs in our family :—some of them hired 
men ; others strangers, who were taken sick on 
the road, and could proceed no further. Itis al- 
ways inconvenient for us, with our large family, 
abd many cares and labors, te have the addition- 
al care of sick persons ; especially those, wh@do 
not belong to our family, and for whose ac- 
commodation we have made no provision. But, 
in the above cases, we considered that we were 
called, by the Providence of God, to exhibit the 
benevolence of the gospel, and to imitate him, 
who, while here on earth, went about healing the 
diseAses, & relieving the distresses of mankind. 

With the exception of one or two chronic cases, 
the health of our own family continaed good, un- 
til Mr. and Mrs. Jewell, and the other sick persons 
were on the recovery. Onthe 6th of September, 
Mr. Wright, who, from the time he arrived here, 
had been constantly employed in taking care of 
the sick, was himeelf attacked with a chill and 
fever. By the timely use of medicine, it pleased 
the Lord to raise him again, iv a few days to com- 
fortable health. These light afflictions were de- 
signed by our heavenly Father, to prepare us for 
one more severe, and which we were soon to ex- 

ience. 

Yes, my dear Sir, the Lord has laid his hand ‘ 
heavily upon us all, aud upon me in particular.— 
My dear wife is no longet a partner in our labors, 
our sorrows, and our joys. Inan unexpected hour 
1 have beew bereaved of a most kind and affection- 
ate companion; my little children of a tender mo- 
ther; and the mission of a devoted and useful 
member. 

Mrs. Kingsbury, from her first arrival on mission 
ground till within five days of her death, enjoyed 
uncommonly good bealth. During the past sum- 
mer, in addition to the ordinary labors of the mis- 
sion, she was much occupied in attending the 
sick. The Monday preceding her death, she was 
more than usually occupied iu domestic labors, un- 
til late in the evening. On Tuesday and Wednes- 
day she was slightly indisposed, which she consi- 
dered the effect of a cold taken on Monday even- 
ing. On Thorsday she was better ; spent part of 
the afternoon in sewing ; and observed she was 
almost well. 

fT he disease at Girst assumed many of the ap- 

ances of the common fever of the country ; but 
at last proved to be an inflammation of the bowels, 
and was very rapid in its pragress, terminating life 
on the ensuing Sabbath morning. | - 

She was in the perfect possession of her reason 
to the last moment; and, for the last six or eight 
hours, was sensible she had not long tolive. On 
account of great distress and difficulty of respira- 
tion, she could converse but little. In view of 

solemn and unexpected event of death, which 
ted to be rapidly approaching, her mind was 
tranquil and resigned. She lamented her unfaith- 
fulness; but expressed a humble hope of her ac. 
ceptance with God, through the mesits of the Sa- 
viogs. I asked her if she regretted the sacrifices she 
bad made, in leaving her father’s house and the 
cieele ofhcr dear friends, that she might labor for 
Christ among the heathen. ‘* O no :” she feplied 
with emphasis, “I only regret that I have done 
po more.” Wher able to converse, she exhorted 
us to be faithful to the cause, in which we were 
, ahd to prepare to follow her. A short 
time before her death, she ‘took an affectionate 
leave of all the family, as they in succession came 
to her bed-side. Her children were peculiarly 
dear to her ; aud the idea of leaving them, at their 
tender age, in this land of strangers, was extremely 
painful. Butshe remembered that God had pro- 
mised to be their father and their friend. Though 
she had been in great distress for near forty hours 
before her death, yet her last moments were with- 
out a étruggle or a groan. On the 15th inst. a 
pleasant Sabbath morning, about half past seven 
o'clock, she was sweetly released from all the 
sorrows and sufferings of this mortal life, and I 
trust entered on that Sabbath of rest, which re- 
maineth for the people of God. 

Language is too feeble to express my own feelings 
on this occasion. | would bow with submission to 
the divine will. The sovereignty of Py: is most 
—s ingly displayed im this event. No dispensa- 
tion of er sincé our arrival in this land, 
has fallen so heayily upon us. No one has called 
louder for deep himility and self-examination; to~ 
know wherefore it is, that the Lord is dealing thus 
with us. My loss none can estimate, but those 
who have experienced a similar affliction. My 
prayer is, that this afflicting dispensation may be 
made a blessing not only to myself, but to the mis- 
sion, and to this perishing people. If this be- 
reavement should be made the means of unifing 
us more firmly in boly love, of making us more di- 
ligent ant useful in our Iabors; of exciting us to 
greater zeal and fidelity for the salvation of sin- 
ners, Mis. Kingsbury’s death may do more than 
she could have accompli:bed by a long and labo- 
rious life. : 

I have ouly time to add, that we hope the Com- 
mittee will not be discouraged by these repeated 
aod sore afflictions. We more than ever feel the 
need of additional helpers to strengthen the thi 
which remain, and to occupy different ier 
this wide field which is already white to the har- 
vest. From different and distant parts we hear 
the daily call, Come over and help us. We now 
have the pecuniary means, byt not the persons, 
necessary to carry on the work. Weare pecu- 
liarly tried on this subject.

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MASSACHUSETTS DOMESTIC MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY. 

Extracts of Letters to the Chairman of the Execu- 
tire Committe of the Eastern District. Read at 
their Quarterly Meeting, Nev. 6, 1822. 

» Oct. 22d, 1822. 

Rev. and dear Sir,—** ! arrived at this place on 
Saturday after | left you ;—saw the Committee of 
the Congregational Society, and a few other indi- 
viduals. They appeared to receive me gladly, & 
expressed a strong desire that | should tarry with 
them the whole term of my appointment. Consi- 
dering their scanty resources and their moral 
waats, a strong motive was presented to comply 
with their wishes. Their funds, I was told, were 
now exhausted ; but they thought if I could stay 
with them awhile, they should feel so much 
strengthened by your charity, as to be able to con- 
tinue a supply for some time longer. I felt it my 
duty however to visit C. according te your direc- 
tions, the following week ; found the people had 
been destitute of preaching several Sabbaths, tho’ 
supplied during the summer by the Rev. Mr. W. 
‘bheir want of means, and the expense of their 
meeting-house, rendered them unable to provide 
themselves with preaching any longer, and they 
seemed prepared to accept with gratitade the aid 
of charity. Their meeting-house is finished owt- 
side, but not within. They intend to go on and 
finish it as soon as may be. I was earnestly desir- 
ed to stay with them, as their situation was pecu- 
liar. I felt tried in the case, and hardly knew 
what was the course of duty. In view of their 
circumstances, it seemed there was a call and en- 
couragement tohelp them. On the whole I con- 
cluded to spend four weeks at W., & then go to C. 
for the remaining two weeks, thinking it possible 
that the time of my service might be extended, 
somewhat further. If] have done wrong, you will 
pardon me.” 

Froma Clergyman in the County of E. 

“ You are already apprised of the state of G.., 
as containing in its limits several waste, places 
richly deserving the attention of a Society whose 
object is to rebuild such places.—I stated to the 
inhabitants of the parish in G., that you did 
not proffer assistance till it was requested ; upon 
which they voted unanimously at a fall meeting 
ef the parish and church to request aid of the Di- 
rectors of the Domestic Missionary Society, and 
desired me to forward their request. They stat- 














ed at the meeting that they could dotbtless raise | 


$75 for the Treasury of your Society could they be 
favored with your aid.” Yours, &c. 


From a Clergyman in the County of B. 

Aug. 9, 1922.—* I rejoiced greatly in what you 
had it ip your power to do for W. Mr. P. isa 
good man for them, because he is pleased with 
them and they with him. I hope this benevolence 
of your Society will lead to his permanent resi- 
dence among them. An individual who is not a 
member of the church, has recently expressed a 
willingness to give the churcha small farm and 
house for the use of a minister should they settle 
one.” 

Of the same place Mr. terites,— 

“Since 1 have been acquainted with this church, 
more than two years, only three persons have been 
added to it. It now consists of forty-two members. 
About thirty of them reside within a suitable dis- 
tance of each other to assemble together for pub- 
lic worship. Their house of worship is a large 
school-house, with an addition built to it, and ac- 
commodates them very well.—About ten of the 
members of the church reside in the neighbouring 
towns; nine others are young and without proper- 
ty; ten others are the wives of mem who are either 
unable or unwilling to do avy thing to support the 
Gospel ; most of the remainder are able to do 
something, but not much. These are all surround- 
ed by other denoninations of Christians and noth- 
ingarians. The country for a considerable dis- 
tance around, is enveloped in moral darkness.—- 
Could you know, Sir, the state—the deplorable 
state of these people, I have no doubt you would | 
consider it of the utmost importance that they 
should receive charitable and Missionary aid.— 
The nearest Congregational meetings are, one 7, 
another 10, a third 12, and a fourth 15 miles dis- 
tant. There is but one settled Congregational 
minister within 16 miles; and but three within 20 - 
miles. I hope your attention to this destitute re- 
gion will not be‘in vain.” 

Extract of a Letler from Rev. Mr.— o to 
the Eastern Execulive Committee. Oct. 30, 1822. 

“ Gentlemen,—As the almoners of Christian 
bounty, you have probably more calls for aid, than 
you are able to answer; hence you are ander the 
necessity of making a selection of applicants ; in 
order to make this selection, it is necessary for you 
to have information not only with reference to the 
waste places of Zion, but also to those which are 
in danger of becoming so. For five years pre- 
vious to the settlement of a minister in this parish, 
a struggle was made by its members to have the 
Gospel preached among their townsmen. But 
seeing no prospect of success, they became a sep- 
arate body, more than a year ago. Since that 
time they have worshipped in private places. 
Thus situated, they have deemed it 1-ecessary to 
erecta meeting house. Th's ie now completed. 
They-are consequently involved in debt, and have 
but few efficient friends to aid them in bearing the 
burden. In these circumstanees it will be scarce- 
ly possible to continue the small salary paid to 
their minister, without help, for two or three 
years to come.———~Such are their dispositions, I 
believe, that ifthey could be aided for a year or 
two, they would afterwards be willing to pour into 
the same treasury, from which they would now 
thankfully, though reluctantly draw some assist- 
ance. Should you account worthy of your 
patronage, and bestew on them what may be spar- 
ed from your fuuds, you may be assured that the re- 
membrauce of it will ever be cherished by them 
withthe feelings of unfeigned gratitude.” 

REMARKS. 


Though the Domestic Missionary Society has 
not yet been able to accomplish, all which it 
was designed to accomplish, yet its “day of 
small things” is not to be despised. It has labor. 
ed—not alfogether in vain. In a few instances 
churches have been “ set in order,’ and are now 
rejoicing in the instructions of ministers who have 
been furnished to them by its means. In many 





instances, a little band of believers has been ena- 
bled to make exertions, which probably never

rived from. this source. How many Christians 


to Ged by these Domestic Missions, the day of fi- 
pal judgment only will reveal. But that much 
goed has been done already, there cannot be a 
doubt ; and that much more might be done with 
more ample means, is equally certain. 

To the heart of Christian sensibility what can 
be more alarming than the Facr—that with more 
than fifty feeble or destitute churches in view, ut- 
able to provide themselves with the preaching of 
the word, the Domestic Missiouary Society of 
Massachusetts has not been able to raise more 
than $800 in either of the four years of its exist- 
ence, for their help! Are these churches to be 
left, like the wounded Samaritan by the way-side, 
to faint and die? Does their weakness justly 
condemn them to the neglect of their brethren, & 
the scorn of the ungodly? Are they less deserv- 
ing of commisseration because they are more inti- 
nately connected with us and better known to u, 
than foreigners and alievs from the Common- 
wealth of Israel? If Massachusetts can furnish 
$20,000 pr. ann. without loss for the support of 
Missions among the heathen, has she but seven or 
eight hundred dollars a year to contribute to up- 
building her own waste places? We certainly do 
not wish less, but ten times more to be raised for 
Foreign Missions every year; yet the consistency 
of withholding from those that are perishing at 
our doors, while we are giving freely to those far 
away from us, we do, not comprehend, In fact, 
the only way to maintain the spirit of liberality 
toward foreign objects, is to pay a due regard to 
domestic objects. If ouf churches at home are 
fa}ling one after another, a prey to intestine divi- 
sions; te penuriousness; to the unhallowed spirit 
of sectarianism, or any other spiritual enemy, and 
nothing is done to arrest the evil; it needs no spir- 
it of prophecy to foretell the catastrophe that a- 
waitsevery plan for the conversion of the heathen. 
And it ought to be remembered that when church- 
es fall, they do not fall alone, the prosperity and 
even the existence of neighboring churches are 
putin jeopardy. The triumph of the enemy at 
one point, is a signal fer bolder and more violent 
assaults on other points; & every successive tri- 
umph of this nature forms a just occasion of alarm 
for the safety even of the most flourishing church- 
es. Who can tell where the tide of desolation 
shall be staid when it has broken down a single 
important embankment, or what altars of piety 
shall not be overwhelmed by it, when it has alrea- 
dy thrown down many that once stood as firm as 
any thatremain! Unless something can be done 
more vigorously than what has been done hitherto 
to stem this impetuots torrent, or divert its course, 
there will be occasion soon for “ the elders of the 
daughter of Zion to sit upon the ground and keep 
silence; to cast up dust upon their heads; and 
to gird themselves with sackcloth; for “ the 
breach” on her will be “ great like the sea, and 
| who can heal her?” 

This subject has excited no atterttion yet propor- 
tioned to its importance. The reasons of the pre- 
vailing indifference we do not pretend to under- 


ed, essentially in their duty, so far as a disclosure 
of facts, or the application of the funds entrusted 
to them, or urgent appeals to the public, are con- 
| cerned; they have labored with some degree of 
zeal and disinterestedness to fulfil all the duties 
imposed on them. But it is not improper to say 
that they must sometimes feel well nigh discour- 
aged. Earnest intreaties for assistance are filling 
their ears at every quarterly meeting from numer- 
ous parishes that have long been destitate ; or 
from churches that are worse than destitute ; and 
the only reply that can’ be given in many cases is ; 
“We sympathize with you ; we wish to help you; 
but we have no funds !” 

Is there not an unreasonable fear indulged of 
injuring the cause of Foreign Missions, or of Edu- 
cation Societies, or of some other favorite object, 
by presenting the claims of our own feeble chur- 
ches,and urging them on the hearts of the liberal ? 
But it is a groundless apprehension. These feeble 
churches aided in the time of their extremity, will 
arise from the dust, and under a deep sense of their 
obligations, will come forward with zeal to the 
help of those who shall now take them by the 
hand, and comfort them. They may be relied up- 
on with confidence as being hereafter the most 
efficient auxiliaries to the general cause of benev- 
olence. Often have they urged the plea with 
great fervency—* help us new, and we shall soon 
be able to return into the trensury of the Lord, all 
and more than all, we may receive from you.” 
Nor is this all. Our flourishing churches may be 
made to understand and feel the necessities of the 
oppressed and enfeebled members of the body 
of Christ; they will surely admit that * the 
strong ought to bear the inSrimities of the weak ;” 
& that no other duty is of paramount obligation to 
that of providing for those of their own household; 
and does not the honsehold of the Christian com- 
prise all who are of “‘ the household of faith 2” lt 
cannot be true of churches, where the spirit of pi- 
ety lives and prevails; that they will be offended 
at the minister who gives them the opportunity to 
know the wants and relieve the distresses of those 
brethren with whom they hope to unite in the song 
of Moses and the Lamb forever. They will feel 
that he does yo more, than his duty to God re- 
qui-es him to do ; and'they will respect and honor 
him accordingly, whether they feel able to give 
little or much. It is a mistaken idea that the abi- 
lity of the liberal is diminished in proportion to 
what they give ; “ there is a giving thal tendeth to 
increase ;” and the more cheerfully and freely 
they shall aid benevolent objects at home, the 
more abundantly will they be able to‘aid those 
abroad. We must therefore in the name and in be- 
half of the feeble churches of this Commonwealth, 
entreat the Ministers of Ohrist, to present this sub- 
jeet fairly before their people. 

Or, is it. surmised, that these feeble parishes are 
not so needy as they are represented to be, and 
that they might obtain the regular administration 
of divine ordinances, if they would, without call- 
ing on other churches for help?

Directors are persuaded that without it, the al- 
most expiring spark of vitality will not be reviv- 
ed. It islaid down as a principle never to be de- 
parted from, by the Directors, that they will not 
assist churches that will make no extra exertions 
to assist themselves ; and that they will assist none 
where a spirit of penuriousness prompts to the ask- 
ing of charity. In nearlyall instances, certainly, 
and it is believed in every instance of appropria- 
tion, the applications have been made in behalf of 
these churches, by ministers and influential lay- 
men in their vicinity, as well as by themselves ; 
the Directors have been importuned by those who 
had no other interest in the appropriation request- 
ed,than whatwas created by a personal knowledge 
of the poverty of the people for whom they gene- 
rously plead. If the deprivation of gospel ordi- 
pances for months and years ; if the testimony of 
the most respectable and disinterested witnesses ; 
if the personal knowledge of the Directors does 
pot furnish sufficient evidence of the real helpless- 
ness of these parishes, then satisfactory evidence of 
any fact must be forever despaired of, 

Will it be said that the members of these chur- 
ches may enjey the means of grace through the. 
ministers of other denominations? But why bur- 
den our brethren of other denominations with the 
care of our churches? f Congregatiqnalists are 
not able to help themselves, & one another, then 
let them ask charity from Baptists, Methodists, 
Friends, Episcopalians, &c. ; but when they ask 
it, let them throw away their Congregationalism, 
and, as a matter of justice support the denomina- 
tion on whose pretection they cast themselves. 
Indeed this is the only condition on whieh other 
denominations will, or ought, to receive to all their 
Christian privilege_, the members of our weakened 
churches. But shall we reduce our Congrega- 
tional brethren to this dilemma? Is there nothing 
precious in the peculiar principles of Congrega- 
tionalism ? Is there nothing in our doctrines, in 
our simple ferms of worship ; in our scriptural 
modes of administering ordinances, that we ought 
to love, and sacredly maintain? True, a name is 
nothing. But is Congregationalism a mere name? 
It is not a system of ecclesiastical polity the most 
simple and scriptural that bas ever been adopted 
by any portion of the Christian church, ip the 
judgment of Congregationalists ? And why should 
churches of this order, be left to seek the bread 
and water of life, from other denominations, how- 
ever evangelical they may be, and however chari- 
table they may be. It is but too melancholly a 
fact, and often enough repeated in our ears, as a 
matter of repreach by other denomimations, that 
there is but little brptberly love among Congrega- 
tionalists. When our brethren fall, we do not 
help them up. When our sister churches de- 
cline, we do not strengthen them ; and the design 
of the Domestic Missionary Society is to blot that 
fact from the page of our fyture history, and show 
the world that Congregational Christians can, and 
do love one another ! 

We have already extended this article too far. 
But we must say further. b ot 

At the meeting of the Committee, mentioned at 
the head of this article, eight applications were 
received, in bebalf of as many needy churches. 
From the Treasurer's books it appeared that there 
were but forty dollars in his hands, to be appropti- 
ated ; not enough to supply each parish that ap- 
plied, with one Sabbath’s preaching! Four of 
the cases were postponed till the next quarterly 
meeting. Small appropriations were made to the 
remaining four; some of them on the condition 
that monies should be received from the charities 
of the public, hereafter ; and held sacred for those 


churches that appeared to the Committce most 
needy. 


lt now remains with the friends of Domestic 
Missions to determine whether they will have any 
further regard to these destitute churches, whose 
members are wandering like sheep on the moun- 
tains, having no shepard, or whether they are 
willing to have it said, that the many flourishing 
Congregational churches in Massachusetts, have 
shut up the bowels of their compassion from their 
more feeble brethren; and whether they can 
hope for the approving smiles of their final 
Judge, ifthey close their ears against the pathetic 
calls of those who have nope to break to them the 
bread of life! We do earnestly appeal te ail the 
friends of Zion, in Massachusetts, in behalf of 
these almost despairing brethren ; especially we 
appeal to churches that are enjoying the means of 
grace without interruption ; and to pious wealthy 
individuals, who have it in their power to aid this 
object, essentially by donations, comparatively 
small; and to those mothers and daughters in Is- 
rael, who are never reluctant to any good werk—

RELIGIOUS SUMMARY. 
Fight district sabbath schools in Concord Vt, 
met on the last day of October; whole number of 
scholars, 160. The schooletad been continued 
but 10 Sabbaths ; 16000 verses, chicfly from the 
Bible, had been recited in that time.——The Ver- 
mont Colonization Society has remitted to the 
Americas Colonization Socie.y, $533 79, since 
1819 ; and expects socom to remit $100 more. The 
officers of this Society are Hon. E. Paine, Presi- 
dent ; two Vice Presidents, twelve Managers, a 
Treasurer & Secretary ; the Secretary is appoint- 
ed General Agent for soliciting subscriptions, &c. 
——108 persons of colour have been instructed in 
the African Sabbath School at Hartford, the past 
season ; in some instances, it is believed, instruc- 
tion has been attended with the influences of di- 
vine grace.———The Hartford Evangelical Tract 
Society is extending its operations ; an agent has 
been appointed to visit neighboring towns, for the 
purpose of forming auxiliaries, of which it bas al- 
ready 20.——The Nassau Hall Bible Society has 
formed five Auxiliary Bible Societies, the past 
year, in the Academies of Lawrenceville, Pliza- 
bethtown, Basking-Ridge, Trenton, and in Mr. 
Fyler’s Select Academy ; delegates from three of 
them attended the late annual meeting ; upwards 
of 100 Bibles and 130 Testaments have been dis- 
tributed during the year; an agent, who speaks 
the German language well, has been appointed to 
distribute German Bibles and Testaments for this 
Society. The Nassau Hall Tract Society has 
distributed since 1817, 43,860 Tracts ; 20 copies 
of Wynpetsee on the Divinity of Christ, and 69 
copies of Jones on the Trinity ———The same Socl- 
ety has appropriated $15 to the printing of a 
Tract for the Jews in this country..—A Nassau 
Hall Education Society was formed in 1821, and 
has two beneficiaries “ of superior natural talents 
and unblemished morals.” The students of the 
College and Theological Seminary at Princeton, 
have 18 Sabbath Schools under their care ; three 
in Princeton, and the rest in the neighborhood 
around ; each of these is superintended by a the- 
ological student ; the number of teachers is 130 ; 
pupils, upwards of 1000; $100 per ann. are ex- 
pended in books, premiums, &c. The centri- 
butors at the Monthly Concert, in Gorham, Me. 
have voted to appropriate $50 to constitute their 
Pastor, Rev. Thaddeus Pomroy, a member of the 
A. B.C. F. M. For extending revivals of reli- 
gion, a writer in the Christian Mirror recommends 
the following means: 1. Let visits be made to 
places favored with revivals; 2. Let two minis. 
ters, with the spirit of a revival in their own 
hearts, visit towns around them, and labor togeth- 
er; 3. Let ministers with a proper spirit travel 
from church to church, like Whitefield, Tenneat, 
Bellamy and others ; 4. Let union and correspond- 
ence between the churches be promoted. The 
Synod ef Ohio, and the Synod of Pittsburg, have 
resolved to prosecute the establishment of a Theo- 
logical Seminary at the West ; also to obtain the 
co-operation of the Synod of Kentucky, if practi- 
cable, Nearly $12,000 were subscribed in two 
days for building an Episcopal church at Natchez. 
——£15,000 3 pr. cis. have been subscribed for 
the erection of a Welsh College at Llampeter, in 
Cardiganshire. A Quarterly Magazine in the 
Welsh language is shortly to be commenced.—— 
A new meeting house has been erected at Rich- 
mond, Va. for'a second Baptist Church. At 
Norfolk, Va. and at Portsmouth on the opposite 
side of the river, the revival we have before notic- 
ed continues, and insome of the congregations at 
least, is increasing. The Western Mission Fa- 
mily, on their way to the Ottawas, which left 
Pittsburg on the 11th of Oct. reached Madison, on 
the 2ist, and anloadet their waggons at the mouth 
of Grand River, on the 22d, where a vessel was 
lying, ready to convey them to the place of their 
destination ; the family were very kindly treated 
on their way, and considerable collections were 
made in various places, for its assistance. ——The 
Young Men's Bible Society of Pittsburgh, held 
their Annual Meeting on the 17th Oct. The 
Report was read by Mr. John McKee, and addres- 
ses made toa large and deeply interested audi- 
ence, by Messrs. Tassey, Hopkins, Denny and 
Winters. ‘The Society bas not been diminished, 
nor its exertions abated, either by the extreme 
pressure of the times, or the opposition of enemies. 
243 Bibles and 353 Testaments have been distri- 
buted in the course of the year ; $268 have been 
received, and $108 expended.——.A_ number of 
Ministers in Scotland held a concert for prayer 
every Saturday evening, at 8 o'clock, to implore 
the Divine blessing on the’ means used for the 
spread of the gospel.——The Gaelic School Soci- 
ety, Edinburgh, find their attempts to teach the 
Highlanders to read the Scriptures in their own 
language, highly successful At a Bishop's 
Confirmation in Caleutta, last Dec. 254 persons 
were baptized. The present Pope is eighty 
years old, and has governed the church 22 years. 
The present income of a Cardinal is not more 
than £400 a year.——The communications of Mr. 
Stuart, principal missionary to the Chickasaws, 
‘have miscarried, but private letters from that 
quarter state that the reinforcement sent out last 
spting, by the Synod of Georgia and South Caroli- 
na, arrived at Monroe, in good health, after a fa-

JUGGERNAUT IN DANGER! 
Where civilization and Christianity are united 
in their agency to enlighten the heathen world, 
there we have in a degree seen, and there we 
may expect yet more clearly to see a diffusion of all 
the blessings of religion, of liberty, and of good go- 
veroment. When men are brought fully to ap- 
prehend the nature of their religious rights, and 
that for all their principles in relation to God, to 
their neighbour, and to themselves, they are ac- 
countable to hin, who will judge them according 
to the moral character of their hearts and lives ;— 
then are they furnished with an element of reasan- 
ing, which if legitimately pursued, will lead them 
with infallible certainty to the discovery of all 
their political immunities, and to an abhorrence of 
all those impositions, which are practised upon 
them by despotic rulers and by artful and ungodly 
priests, whose Jeading objects are, their own sup- 
port and aggranodizement. Those, then who pro- 
fess to be the advocates of rational freedom, to be 
consistent, ought te be the unwavering friends of 
christianity. Whilst this heavenly doctrine teach- 
es, that God hath made of one blood all nations of 
men, it places the most absolute monarch and the 
most humble peasant iv bis dominion, on a level 
at the bar of Christ, the omniscient Judge of quick 
and dead. The firet is as equally accountable to 
him as the last; and to beth impartial justice will 
be awarded. The supertitions of British India, in 
consequence of the tyranny of the Hindoo priests 
over the bodies and souls of the people in that 
dark place of the earth, have long been and still 
continue tobe & just cause of deep lamentation. 
But rays of light are spreading over that horizon. 
A happy change is effecting. A London paper of 
Sept. 24, informs, that the free press of Calcutta 
has operated most powerfully in reforming the 
most inveterate and revolting abuses. Seven na- 
tive presses are busi oyed in that great city, 
for its literary and moral ment. At alate 
festival of Juggernaut, their odious idol, so few 
pilgrims were present that they were unable to 
drag his cruel car, the progress of which has 
crushed to death so many thousands. This 
on is falling before the ark of Jehovah. The 
brahmins, or priests, called in other aid; but no 
devotee could be persuaded to sacrifice himself to 
the idol.

Even Hin- 
doo women, against whom widowhood, & conse- 
quent burning alive are denounced for learning the 
alphabet, and who must not read the Veda under 
pain of death, are oo their daughters at the 
pablic schools.” most perfect liberty of con- 
science is countenanced by the British authorities; 
and when the Attorney-General was applied to, 
for the purpose of “ interposing the shield of some 
antiquated statute, to protect spiritual intolerance; 
as became the talents and the character of this en- 
lightened lawyer, he assured the applicants that 
the days of persecution for rel ious opinions were 
passed.” cet every friend of liberty and religion

the Prince. St. Salvador was besieged on. the 
19th of September ; business was at a stand ; a 
general gloom pervaded the town; numerous 
failures had taken place, and more were expected. 
At Pernambuco, on the 16th September, a mob 
and part of the troops turned out the President 
and members of the Junta, The President fled to 
Rio in a British Packet, and a new President and 
Junta had been elected. ——A letter from the 
West Coast of Africa states that the American 


trade on the Gold Coast has been interdicted by | 


the Portuguese authorities. The importation of 
some articles, it is supposed will be allowed, such 
as lumber, & New-Englaod ram.——The last ac- 
counts from Greece, received by the way of Lon- 
don, confirm the intelligence of the overthrow of 
the Turkish army, which had advanced into the 
Morea. There remained in the hands of the 
Greeks, as the avails of their victories, 3000 pris- 
oners, 2000 horses, and 200 camels. The Turks 
have offered to surrender Corinth, by negociation, 
aod evacuated the citadel as a pledge of their sin- 
cerity. Calestroni has been appointed Dictator 
by the Greek Senate, who have renounced all in- 
terference with military affairs. It is reported 
that en the 13th of September a naval t 
between the Turks and Greeks took place off 
Zante, which terminated in favor of the Greeks, 
who captured 6 or 7 frigates and corvettes, and 
sunk several other Turkish vessels. The Suliots 
and Albanians have also joined the Greeks, and 
recently obtained advantages over the Turks.—— 
It is stated in the Londom Times of the 28th of 
September, that previous to the death of Lord 
Londonderry a proposition was made and adopt- 
ed conditionally, that the Allied Sovereigns should 
each in their several degrees, supply a quota of 
force for the arrangement and pacification of Spain 
according to their wishes, and were to claim in- 
demnification from Spain for their unsolicited ser- 
vices. The Prince Regent, (now Emperor of 
the Brazils) denounces the system of the Cortes 
at Lisbon, as ‘* Machiavelian, disorganizing & fac- 
tious,” and calls them “ traitors to the naton, in- 
famous deputies, who mean to attack Brazil,” &c. 
At a meeting in Waterford, Ireland, resolu- 
tions were passed expressive of the belief of those 
present, ia the expediency of substituting an eqi- 
valent, fairly assessed and levied, for the support 
of the established clergy, instead of the present 
system of tythes.——In the counties of Cork and 
Limerick considerable quantities of farming pro- 
perty, and produce have been destroyed by incen- 
diaries.--—It is computed that an annual revenue 
of six millions pounds, is transmitted from estates 
in freland to their proprieters abroad, and expend- 
ed out of the country. The charcoal and man- 
ganese millsof Mr. Evans in Liverpool were de- 
stroyed by fire on the 22d September, together 
with a ware-house & stock of s.——The new 
Lutheran Church with other adjacent buildings in 
Amsterdam, was burnt ov the 10th Sept. By 
the bursting of a high pressure steam engine in the 
village of Camberwell, part of a large building 
was blown down, and every workman more or less 
injured ; two were killed. The boiler was hurled 
some twenty yards into the air——The City of 
Havana is infested with a band of thieves, who 
are armed, and commit the most atrocious depre- 
dations. No family can go to rest without alarm- 
ing anticipations of violence and plunder. The 
robbers ase said to be too sttong for the police, 
who are obliged to call on the inhabitants for as- 
sistance. An inundation has taken place in 
India, in June last, which occasioned a very great 
destraction of life and property. The violence of 
the storm lasted two days; and in four days the 
rain guage indicated a depth of 12 inches. In 
Burrisaul the greatest destruction took place, and 
im the Thannah division, north of Burrisael, 547 
reons were drowned, 16,694 houses were des- 
troyed, 16,904 bullocks and goats perished, and 
a great quantity of rice was also lost, Some ac- 
counts augment the deaths in the several districts

From the Christian Spectator. 
AN INSTANCE OF WILFUL IGNORANCE. 
The following statement of a fact is communi- | 
cated, in the belief that it may be instrumental in | 
saving some from a similar error and catastrophe. | 
In my parish lived J Ww , an industrious | 


farmer, prosperous in business, single, sober, a | 


good neighbor, and in a worldly view, an estima- 
ble man. He lived 56 years. In the early part of 
his life, and to the age of about thirty, he had 


been a habitual attendant on the public worship | 


of God. For several years, his mind had been 
under serious impressions, and at some seasons his 
exercises were of a strong character, which led 
him to inquire * what he must de to be saved,” 
urged him to seek the conversation of his minister, 
and to be much employed in religious concerns. 
But he quenched the spirit. He grew weary un- 
der such anxieties, and sought relief by a despe- 
rate expedient, viz. by taking shelter under wilful 
ignoranee. He was well apprised that his respon- 
sibility must be proportioned to his knowledge,but 
seemed to have overlooked the truth, that he was 
accountable for the means of acquisition, and for 
allhis advantages, as well as for the knowledge 
which he actually possessed. He therefore re- 
sclved to envelope himself, as far as possi- 
bic, in ignorance. He entirely forsook the 
house of God, and all religious meetings, aban- 
doned every attempt at prayer, shunned his minis- 
ter, shut up his Bible, and wished to avoid every 
word and every thought which related to God & 
Peligion. To inquiries into the reasons of his con- 
duet, he uniformly replied, that he wished to 
lighten his condemnation by excluding ‘knowl- 
edge; and he would gladly have been changed 
to a heathen ora beast, as far as religious infor- 
mation was concerned. He refused the remon- 
strances of faithfal friends—hbis feelings were cal- 
Jous to the intreaties of affection—his ear was shut 
against warsing—his mind was unassailable by 
argument. In this state he remained for years. 
He- was retiring, reserved, clouded in his aspect, 
and potwithstanding his apparent peace, his mind 
wis probaly corroded with habitual discontent. 

1 often visited the house, and occasionally found 
opportunities of addressing him directly. I fre- 
quently questioned him respecting his views of re- 
ligion, but could rarely obtain a reply, and then 
only as necessity constrained him, for the sake of 
passing off the conversation. J pressed him with 
the absurdity of his course, warned him of bis 

danger, urged him by every motive to‘attend to the 
public exercises of the Sabbath, and to other du- 
ties, but all in vain. He had fixed the principle 
in his mind, that to avoid all instruction would be 
thehappiest course for him; and although he 
made no attempt to defend it by argument he was 
inflexible, 

Towards the close of his life, his mind was 
greatly distressed, and at length his horror became 
insupportable. Month after month he appeared 
more disconsolate, -auitted his busimess, seemed 
in a deep study, occasioned alarm to his friends, 
and was a burden to himself. I visited him, tho’ 
not at his réquest, for he had no wish to see me. 
In this interview he was more free in conversa- 
tion than I had ever known him tobe. He was 
in great agitation and distress of mind, & he wished 
that God would immediately take him out of the 
world. TItook the Bible and explained the Gos- 
pel to him, but he had no ear to hear, 1 asked 
hint whether he read the Bible, to which he re- 
plied in the negative, adding that he had not read 
it for a lone time, and that he could not endure to 
read it. I asked him if he prayed, to which his 
reply was, that he could not pray, and that neith- 
er the Bible nor prayer conld do him any good. 
Heedid not, however, forbid me to pray with him. 
There had heen a time, he said. when he might 
hare found the blessings of religion, but that peri- 
od had long since departed—his fate was now set- 
tled—and the sooner he was out of the world the 
better. [endeavored to alarm him by presenting 
a view of fhe tendency of such sentiments, but 
without effect. Within a week, he was found 
in the morning, suspended by the neck, dead. 

I would suggest the following reflections on this 
mclanchaly case. 

1. How empty and unsatifying is the world, 
without God. This man had an abundance. He 
chose a close retreat for the purpose of destroying 
himself, and there he hung, a dreadful spectacle, 
surrounded by his treasures. .4 wounded spirit 
who can bear ? 

2. Awakened sinners always resist the Holy 
Ghost. They see in some measure their condi- 
tion, but they will not submit to God. Their op- 
position to the Divine character is the only cause 
of their distress. What a wonder of mercy that 
any are conquered and saved. So ihen hath he 
mercy on whom he will have merey. 


3. Men are as certainly accountable for wil- 


ful ignorance, as for perverted knowledge. Neg- 
lecters of public worship are answerable for all 
the instractions whith they might. havé@ received 
from their spiritual watchmen. 

4. Those who forsake the house of God, or 


live in the 8 of divine appointmen, ‘are 
likely to ruin their own souls. ag &e. ’.

I came yesterday to buy 
milk and you refused to sell, because it was the 
Jewish Sabbath ; now you refuse to sell on the 
Christian Sabbath. She veplied, “For fear I 
should be wrong, [will neither sell milk on ourSab- 
bath nor on the day which the Christians call Sab- 
bath.” I went home, (added he,) reflecting on 
the conduet of this woman.” This circumstance 
had an important and memorable influence on the 
mind of the young soldier, who has since hopeful- 
ly experienced religion, and become a local Me- 
thodist preacher, of a faithful, pious character. 
This anecdote has occasioned the following re- 
| flections. 1. The woman in refusing to sell milk on 
| the day which she regarded as the Sabbath, was, 
no more strict than the law ef God required the 
| Jews to he, previous¢o the Resurrection of Christ. 
Those pious women who ministered to Christ, and 
; witnessed his crucifixion, that they might honor 
| him, prepared spices and ointments for his body, 
| agreeable to ancient Jewish custom; but per- 
; formed the servile labor of those preparations be- 
| fore the Jewish Sabbath commenced :“* And the 
| Women also which came with him from Galilee, 
_ followed after and beheld the sepulchre and how 
his body was laid. Aud they returned and pre- 
| pared spices and ointments, and rested the Sab- 
| bath day according to the commandment.” They 
waited until the Jewish Sabbath was past, before 
thev came to bring the spices and ointments which 
} they had prepared. 2. As there is no evidence 
| of the Divine repeal of the command “ Remember 
| the Sabbath day to keep it holy ;” as the Sabbath 
| was made for man’s advantage, especially his spi- 
ritual advantage; as itis a sign between God and 
his people, and a day for holy convocation ; as the 
, resurrection of Christ the great Redeemer has fur- 
| nished a new and powerful argument in favour of 
| a weekly day of holy rest—Christians and all who 
are bound by the authority of the New-Testament, 
should regard the Christian Sabbath as not less 
holy or less strictly to be observed than the most 
enlightened & pious Jews regarded the Jewish 
Sabbath. 3. How many things now done and 
witnessed on the holy Christian Sabbath, orLord’s 
day, lawful on other. days, would be either done 
| before the Sabbath or omitted until after it, if a 
holy conscientious fear of doing wrong had a sui- 
table infmence: “ Happy is he who condemn- 
eth not himself in the thing which he alloweth.”’

Extract from the eighth Annual Report of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Baptist Education Soci- 
ely of Massachusetts.—Sepi. 1822. 

From five to six hundred millions of immortal 
beings are probably living on the earth, who ne- 
ver beard of the gospel. Must these souls be 
taught the way of salvation before they can be 
saved? and is the increase of ministers to preach 
the gospel, to continue as slow as it has hitherto? 
If so, how many millions of them will die in their 
sins before the glad tidings of peace and = 
canreach them? Let not possibilities with God 
induce our apathy. We know that God could con- 
vert them all in a year, or a day, if he pleased. But 
must Omnipotence forever work miracles to gratify 
our sloggishness and unfaithfulness? No: he 
wronght miracles, as long as miracles were necés- 
sary. Now, he has provided means adapted to 
the end to be accomplished. He says to his ser- 
vants, “* Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” This commission can 
be complied with, only by an increase of ministers, 
sufficient to supply the world with the stated 
preaching of the gospel. Are we fo expect the 
present deficiency of ministers to be miraculously 
supplied? No: except that be miracalous, which 
shall impress the Christian world deeply with its 
importance ; and the hearts of very many of the 
sons of Zion, who shall say, “Here am I, send 
me.” ** The Lord will give the word, and t 
shall be the company of them who shall publish 
it.” This compaty of preachers heh sts:

OBITUARY. 
For the Boston Recorder. 


Died in Plympton, Oct. 16, Mrs. Mary Dexter, 
the wife of the Rev. Elijah Dexter, aged 37. She 
was the only daughter of the Hon, Nathaniel 
Morton, Esq. of Freetown, Mass. Favored wiih a 
mind for uncommon attainments, she early sought 
and obtained an academic education. Her natu- 
ral disposition was uncommonly amiable; in her 
address was discovered such affability and sweet- 
ness, as always to secure esteem, and such digni- 
ty as to command respect. Her friends were nu- 
merous, and her engaging address made the tran- 
sient calls of strangers at her house, agreeable & 
pleasant. 

In early life she devoted her attention to the bu- 
siness of instruction, and for a series of years filled 
with honor and usefulness, the female department 
in some of our most respectable academies in the 
southern part of the State. She had the rare tal- 
ent of securing the affections of her pupils, and of 
communicating with ease to their minds, a know- 
ledge of the elementary branches of education,and 
of bringing them forward with a rapidity seldom 
equalled. She often lamented the general neg- 
lect of female education, and exerted herself be- 
yond her strength, till confined by sickness, to 
wipe away this reproach so far as he: influence 
extended. 

Blessed with a religious education, she was of- 
ten the subject of serious impressions. ‘Though 
she often felt that she wasa sinner, it was not un- 
til the year 1808, that the Holy Spirit led her to 
see the native and deep rooted enmity ofher heart 
against God; filled her with an awful sense of 
helplessness and ruin; led her to Jesus, the friend 
of sinners ; enabled her “to accept the punish- 
ment of sins’; gave her submission fo the will of 
God, and filled her with the hope of forgiveness, 
through the blood of Christ. Her mind was at 
once enlightened to behold the beauty and essen- 
tial importance of the peculiar doctrines of the 
gospel; and the glory of salvation by distinguish- 
ing grace. Her character was peculiarly distin- 
euished for Christian faith, always leading to obe- 
dience and the ** maintenance of good works.” 
On account of the desolations of Zion in the vici- 
nity of her birthplace, she did not unite with any 
particular church, until May, 1809. She made a 
profession at New Bedford, and became a member 
of the Charch, under the pastoral care of the Rev. 
Mr. Holmes. Upon this her active mind was im- 
mediately employed to put in motion the most pro- 
misiag means of increasing “ brotherly love” and 
personal piety among the members of the Church, 
yet in such a manner as never to be seen herself. 
She was an ardent friend and supporter of the Fe- 
male Association in New Bedford, established for 
religious conference and social prayer. This was 
the first society of the kind in that place or its yi- 
cinity, and has provoked many Christian females 
to love and good works, inducing them to “* go and 
do likewise.” 

While her heart rejoiced to see the professed 
Christian shine with the reflected rays of the Sun of 
Righteousness, she was often pained at beholding 
the moral degradation and wretchednese of many 
in the lower walks of life. With ber hand filled 
with the fruits of her industry, and her soul beat- 
ing high with the love of Jesus, she often repaired 
to the humble tenements of the poor, was received 
by them witha cordial welcome, and while she 
relieved their temporal necessities, never failed to 
direct them to the Savior’s Cross, the only way to 
obtain imperishable riches. In these charitable 
excursions, she remembered “‘ the words of the 
Lord Jesus, how he said, it is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” It was her study and delight 
to do good unto all men, especially to them who 
are of the household of faith. Reading the com- 
mand of the ascended Saviour, and watching the 
advancing cause of Christian Missions, she viewed 
it as the sacred duty of every Christian, t© bear a 
part, and that nothing this side the gravecan de- 
stroy the obligation. She was the principal instru- 
ment in forming “ The Heathen Friend’s Society” 








-in New Bedford, the articles of which have been 


copied by all the BranchSocieties. These branch- 
es have sprung up by her sugg=stion and conceal- 
ed agency, in nearly. all the evangelical charch 
es in the vicinity, Much has already been ac- 
complished by them in providing the means of 
sending the gospel to the savage and the pagan,— 
It is not too much to say that she was a consistent 
Christian, Inher last sickness, which was long 
and unusually distressing, she had new and unut- 
terable discoveries of the glory and supreme Divi- 
nity of that Saviour to whom she had whol!y con- 
secrated herself. During the greater part of her 
confinement, Christian patiefice, submission, and 
holy triumph, shone in all their native beauty and 
superlative worth. Her conversation was instruct- 
ing and animating to Christians who enjoyed the 
privilege of attending her in her sickness ; nor was 
she unmindfu) of those who were strangers to 
Christ—they received some of their Weodent 
calls from her living voice, faultering with the 
slow approach of death. ‘ Blessed are the dead 
who die in the Lord.” Im her death, her hus- 
bandand children sustain an irreparable loss; a 
numerous circle of relatives and friends are veil- 
ed in mourning ; her correspondents have lost an 
affectionate and able epistolary writer ; the church 
one of her brightest ornaments, and the heathen a 
rsevering and successfyl advocate. The Rey. 

t. Holmes, of New Bedford, delivered an appro- 
priate and impressive discourse at her funeral, 
from Job 19,21: “* Have pity upon me, have ity 
upon me, Oye my friends, for the hand of God 
hath touched me.”
